— A terrible 
accident happened on the Fergus Falls 
branch of the Northern Pacific railroad, 
seven miles west of here yesterday morn- 
ing, by -which five men lost their lives 
and thirty or forty more were more or 
less wounded. John Kobinson's show 
left Wahpoton, D. T., for this place in 
two sections. When within seven miles 
of Fergus Falls, at a small place named 
Frcrch, the head of baggage section 
l)roke in two while going up a grade, 
and ten or twelve cars went flying back 
at terrific speed.

Acts of the Plenary Coiin- 
cill and Their Approval. 


By Telegraph to TsB B K r m m . 


BAIITIMOBE, Oct. 5.—The 
American 
publishes to-day a special letter from 
Rome having reference to the confirma- 
tion and effect of the decrees passed by 
the plenary council of Baltimore. The 
writer says that their influence wiU be 
felt throughout America, and to a bene- 
ficial purpose. A canon, which took its 
origin in mediaeval 
times, and was 
founded^on and constituted for a civiliza 
tion that has almost passed away, is cut 
into by the decrees. 
They will consti 
tute a law suitable for the time. The 
education of the clergy will be elevated 
to the wants of the time. The christian 
civilization of the people will be made to 
keep peace with the material civilization 
of the time. Christianity will be brought 
into harmony with the education and 
civilization of the present age. 
Regula 
tions have been 
made for the es 
tablishment 
of 
schools 
for chil 
dren, normal schools for teachers, and 
university for priests and for those lay 
men who devote themselves to the pur 
suits of higher knowledge. It is not by 
"benefices," that great feature of the 
middle ages by which, while education 
was assisted, it was also hampered, that 
these result» are to be obtained. " Ben 
efices" will not be brought in as a means 
of support. 
The Catholic church in the 
United States wants no subsidy from the 
state, and thus it will not become a ser 
vant, or rather a slave, of the state, as it 
has so often been in European coun- 
tries, such as France and Austria. The 
church in America prefers to depend for 
her support upon the free offerings of 
the people. 


In the new dioceses it is provided that 
no such thing as parishes and parish 
priests, in the old canonical sense of the 
term, will exist in the United States. 
These were founded on "benefices," but 
there they will not be employed. 
This, 
however, does not indicate that pastors 
who have created and fostered a congre- 
gation, and made the desert to blossom 
as a rose, will be harshly treated or re- 
moved from the places they have built 
up. There will not be an absolute re- 
movability of pastors. 
A certain per- 
centage of them will be declare.! im- 
movable, and this holds good except in 
cases where faults are ascribed to the 
pastor and these faults and their conse- 
quences will be determined by a trial. A 
certain amount of liberty of action is re- 
quired in the United States both by bish- 
ops and clergy and it is not advisable to 
remove or curtail that liberty. The dig- 
nity and authority will be increased and 
brought more prominently into relief. 
They will have their courts over bishops 
in which appeals can be sent to Rome. 
In future bishops will have a permanent 
board or council, which they will as- 
semble at certain intervals during the 
year. They will also give some voice to 
the clergy in the selection of bishops. 


Another important decision of the 
Baltimore council refers to the societies 
or associations. 
A stop is about to be 
put to indiscrimination, injudicious, or 
conflicting condemnation of secret socie- 
ties. 
Henceforward the condemnation 
of any secret society will be reserved to 
a permanent board of all the' archbish- 
ops of the country, and all cases of such 
a nature must be referred to them for 
their judgment and decision. 


The greatest safeguard will be thrown 
around the contraction of church debts 
in future. 


The sanctity of christian marriages 
will be specially guarded by suitable and 
effective regulation. 


Much was said on the holding 9! ec- 
clesiastical property, but as different 
laws exist in different dioceses, it was 
left to each bishop to adopt the means 
best suited to each particular case. 
These decrees will form the basis of the 
oounoils about to l)e held in Aostralia 
and Ireland. 
The deooreea ol> the 'ooonoil of BsJti- 


more were brought to Rome by special 
messenger sent by Archbishop Gibbons. 
On the'first of March they were present- 
ed to Cardinal Simeoni, prefect of the 
propaganda, which has charge of Catho- 
lic missions throughout the world. From 
that time until Thursday, the 10th day 
of September, when Pope Leo XEQ,^ 
signified his approval of these decrees, 
the 
attention 
of 
the 
prodaganda 
has 
been 
occupied 
almost 
exclu- 
sively 
with them. 
The examina- 
tion of them was most minute and 
careful, the authorities here entering in- 
to every detail and expression contained 
in these decrees. Three American bish- 
ops, Rt. Rev. Dr. Moore, of St. Augus- 
tine, Fla., Rt. Rev. Dr. Dwenger of Fort 
Wayne and Rt. Rev. Dr. Gilmore of 
Cleveland, went over to . Rome to sup- 
port and explain 
these decrees be- 
fore the propaganda and after this 
lengthened scrutiny and careful exami- 
nation they are now confirmed, very few 
changes having been made in them, so 
that they will return in almost the same 
condition as they were in when brought 
to Rome.

1874. 


By this union, LordBandolph secured 
a wife whose ami)itious temperament 
spurred him. on in his political career, 
and who e income is sufficient to form a 
welcoD-'e addition to liis small annuity.

Henry l l , Stanly bas not <»ily rai«- 
passed d l other A^can travelers in the 
extent of his journeys» but he is the one 
great African explorer whose discoveries 
have been of practical value both to 
Africa and the civilized world. 


Stanley is the only white traveler who 
has twice reached Lake Tanganyika and 
returned to Europe. 
He has circum- 
navigated 
both Tanganyika and the 
Victoria Laka 
He has reached the 
shore of the Muta Nzige, which he re- 
gards as A lake distinct from the Albert 
Lake, for the reason that it lies further 
south than the limit given to the latter 
by Mason, who circumnavigated it with 
Gessi ; but as Mason's observations were 
made without an artificial horizon, on a

Ifike surrounded with high hills, they 
are not to be trusted, and Sir Samuel 
Baker is probably right in belioveing 
that Stanley's Muta Nzige is the southern 
part of the AU)ert Lake. 
Stanley has 
also discovered a new lake—the Alexan- 
dra—belonging to tiie Nile Basin, and 
Lake Leopold Ii., belonging to the 
Con^ Basin. 
His great Journey down 
the Congo from Nyangwe, where Cam- 
eron turned aside from the great river, 
to the Atlantic coast surpassed in length, 
danger, and geographical importance 
both Speke and Grant's march from 
Zanzibar to Gondokoro anil Cameron's 
march from Nyangwe to the sea. Neither 
fever, mutiny, famine, nor hordes of 
hostile savages could turn back this in- 
domitable man, 
African exploration 
has a long roll of heroes, but Stanley 
easily leads them all. 


The discoveries of 
other African 
travelers have been of great interest to 
geographers, but of little benefit to the 
rest of the world. 
Barth proved by his 
famous journey that Caille, the much 
doubted Frenchman, had really visited 
Timbuctoo; Livingston«; gave to the 
map of Africa the Victoria Falls and the 
lake system of the Upper Congo; Bur- 
ton and Speke found in Lake Tangan- 
yika the mysterious inland sea of which 
vague rumors had so long piqued the 
curiosity of map-makers. 
Speke and 
Grant and Baker solved the problem of 
the source of the Nile ; Schweinfurth 
found the pigmy nation and the fierce 
Nyam-Nyam cannibals, from one 
of 
wiiose peculiar customs probably origin- 
ated tlie myth of a tribe of Africans with 
tails; and Cameron was the first man to 
cross the heart of the "unexplored re- 
girm " that once occupied so large a part 
of the map of Central Africa. But by 
all these discoveries commerce gained 
nothing, and except so far as they 
opened the way for an occasional mis- 
sionary, they brought no benefit to the 
Africana

The police pulled an- 
other man from the fire with his hands 
blistered and arrested another member 
of the gang of tramps who stook by. 
The fellows were beastly drunk and had 
to be carted away. 


Griffiin, the tramp who was pulled from 
a blazing stall in a drunken stupor, was 
questioned this morning but does not 
know the dead man. 
The fellow^s were 
all drunk and in the racket that followed 
the stables were tired. Some people ad- 
vance the theory that the burncid tramp 
was murdered and then cremated bn^ 
this does not hold as his body lay 
a long distance from the origin of the 
tire. A tramp named John H. Willis, 
who stood on the bridge, saw a man leave 
one of the stalls and stumble down the 
river bank. 
The fellow got away iu the 
darkness. 
Coroner Dinnen held an in- 
quest on the dead man, and will declare 
his fate accidental. 
The ugly chnnk of 
the burned body will be planted iu Lin- 
den wood as "Unknown," and thus ends 
his career.
